HE .MYSTERY of the disappearance neatly ‘three 
weeks ago of Mr. John Thorburn, the 19-year-old 
son of Mr. M. H. Thorburn, of 315, Rue Bourgeat, 
Shanghai, is deepening. Strongest evidence ‘has been 
obtained ‘that a foreigner was arrested by Chinese 
gendarmerie and taken to Soochow. Suspicion that 
the prisoner is young Thorburn ‘has strengthened. 
The Chinese authorities have categorically denied that 
any foreigner is in custody in Soochow or Nanking. 


Mr. A. L. Scott, the Vice-Consul in Shanghai for 
Chinese Affairs, returned to’ the British Consulate- 
General yesterday, after an investigation extended over 
a period of several days, with definite evidence that a 
foreigner was arrested after the shooting incident at 
‘ . Quinsan. ' 

There is a growing belief that the Chinese authorities are 


hiding something. The matter is likely to be placed into the 
hands of Sir Miles Lampson, the British Minister.

The work of protecting unfreed 
mui tsat was discussed at con- 
siderable length at the Committee 
meeting of the local Anti-mul-tsai 
Society, held at the office of Mr.

. THE FUTURE OF 
SHANGHAI. 


The main outlines of Mr. Jus- 
tice Feetham’s recommendations 
regarding the future of Shanghai 
have now been disclosed. They 
are such is we should: have ex- 
pected from anyone making a dis- 
passionate study of the problem 
on the spot. No-one, not even 
the most ardent Chinese nation- 
alist, ‘could have expected any un- 
biassed investlyator seeing for 
himaclf the high standard of ad- 
ministrative’ ability displayed in 
the Settlement, sharply contrast- 
ing with the management of most 
Chinese municipalities, to have 
suggested immediate rendition. 
Mr. Fectham, however, thinks 
that ultimate handing over of the 
Settlement to the Chinese must be 
the policy of the Council, but 
that many conditions will have 
to be fulfilled before that time 
comes, It should be borne in 
mind that Mr. Feetham came to 
Shanghai without the least biag in 
one direction oy the other. He 
cannot in the past have had any 
occusion to consider Shanghai's 
status, He> has given over a 
year's, study to the problem, and 
his ‘investigations have carried 
him as far afitld 28 Canton, Han- 
‘kow and Tientsin. By training 
and experionce, he was eminently 
equipped for the task- which ‘he 
took in hand, being able to bring 
to bear on the question a ‘judicial 
mind accustomed to dealing with 
the dictates of justice. Mr. Feo- 
tham's report discloses the fact 
that he is sympathetic ‘towards 
Chinn’s national aspirations, but 
he has. not permitted that fact to’ 
blind: him to the “realities of tha 
case. It is true, as he says, that 
the Chinesé os yet have- had no 
real experionce of the working of 
representative — institutions, . and

administration’ of apy Chineso 
urban area, Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the, Chinese -nationalists do 
not seem inclined to take note of 
points such as these;. they have, 
in fact, demanded and secured ren- 
diifon of Concessions in which 
the change-over has worked to the 
manifest disadvantage of the pro- 
ple residing therein, Tho — fact, 
however, should be ‘an object-les- 
son to the Powera and should 
cause them to hesitate before mak- 
ing any precipltate concessions in 
the arens still under foreign con- 
trol. It is ‘s reasoned plea which 
Mr. Feetham puts forward when 
he suggests that for the time be- 
ing it should be sufficient to meet 
Chinese national aspirationa that 
the Settlement fs held by the Po- 
wers in trust for China, and that 
the governing body in secking co- 
operation with the Chincse recog- 
nises that trust. The Times, we 
note, makes a plea for even closer 
co-operation—a sound suggestion 
and one which. if acted upon in 
the same apirit by the Chinese, 
should prove of inestimable value. 
It is to be feared, however, whe- 
ther the extremists amongst the 
nationalists want co-operation 
with anyone else. Their ren) con- 
cern is not the future prosperity 
of ‘the Settlement or the happinesa 
of its inhabitants; possession’ of 
a big prize, made attractive by the 
labours of others, is. their aim. 
Kiven if Chinese and foreigners on 
the spot came’ to agreement on a 
new international basis for the 
Settlement, it is, as the Timea re- 
marks, doubtful if any Chinese 
Government woul accept it. 
That is the pity of the situation, 
because, with enlarged opportuni- 
ties in the future, the Shanghai 
Settlement should prove wu fine 
training-ground, under foreign 
guidance, for the Chinese. 

There is’ amongat foreigners a 
very natural fear that the ex- 
trality negotiations now procecd- 
ing may compromise . Shanghai’s 
future. We are hopeful, however, 
that so far as Britain is concern- 
ed there will be no tendency shown 
to give way more than is reason- 
able at this juncture in China’s 
affairs. Some encouragement may 
be found in, Mr. Henderson's state- 
ment a few days ago that present 
political conditions in China make 
it impossible for a final arrange- 
ment to be concluded. Doubtless 
the Foreign Seeretry had in mind 
the split between Nanking: and 
Canton. In this connexion, it is 
worthy of note that Mr. Eugene 
Chen, speaking for himself and 
those ‘associated with him, recent- 
ly hinted that a rensonable ‘line 
would be taken in dealing with 
the extrality and allied questions, 
That, at least, is encouraging. We 
would that this idea represented 
Chinese opinion as awhole, ° *

Anomaly of the 
Dollar Rate. 


“MAINTENANCE OF 
GOVT. GRANT. 


A salary anomaly’ brought 
about by the unprecedented fall 
in the sterling value of the dol- 
Inr is the subject of a lengthy 
comment in the annual report of 
the University of Hongkong, 
over the signature of Sir_Wil- 
liam Hornell, the —Viee-Chan- 
cellor. . 

The outstanding event of the 
year in the matter of finance, says 
Sir William, was the incrense of 
the Government annual . grant 
from $60,000 to $360,000, on the 


following terms:— 

(a) The total grant of 4360,000 ta be made 
on account of 1080, : - 

{hp ‘The increased grant to be wand in the 
frat place to balance the Unlversity 
Tuiuet to the clove of 1930 cn the bante 
of exlating salarten, 
‘The University to produce @ modined

Salaries Committee. 

On receipt of | the enhanced 
grant, the Counctl appointed. a 
committee consisting of Mr. Paul 
Lauder, the Vice-Chancellor, Hon, 
Mr. S, W. Ts'o, Mr. Joho Fleming 
and Prof, Middleton Smith to con- 
sider the formulation. of a modi- 
fied scheme of revised salaries for 
the University Staff, 

‘The Committee «recommended 
(Mr. John Fleming dissenting) 
that the sterling salaries should 
pe ralned by 12426 as from the 
Ist January, 1950. > Tt was 
stipulated that ster ing salaries 

© should be paid at 1/3d. which was 
to be regarded ax a minimum rate, 
that is, if the rate of exchange 
were to fall below that 
salaries nevertheless would 
enlentnted ate 1 /sd. 
ALL At 173. 

The Committee alse recommend- 
ed that sterling salaries should be 
pald at 1/sd. and continue to be 
paid at that rate so long as the 
aterling equivalents of the dollar, 
stlaries were not greater than the 
lerling, salaries suggested in’ the 
University Committec’s — Report 
enlewlated as laid down in that Re- 
port at the average current rate 
of exchange for the month as de- 
termified by the Colonial Treasurer 
or at exchange 2/- whichever is 
less, ‘The: Committee added’ as a 
proviso that when, and so long as, 
the storling: equivalents of the dol- 
lar salaries paid reach the sterling 
salaries suggested in the University 
Committeo’s Report, these salaries 

should automatically form the basis 
of pay and should be paid as pro- 
vided in that Report. : 

The Committee also recommend-

“Scheme Accepted. 

The scheme was accepted — and 
sanctioned by the Council and the 
Court of the University as the best 
possible temporary solution of the 
aaluries problem pending the re- 
ceipt of further funds.

When the dollur fell to 1/12/3 the 
12%°% Increase was wiped out.

Boxer Grant Interest. 
Since the close of the year under 
review the University haw received 
* from the Chinese indemnity a sum 
of £265,000 which having been in- 
veated in London should bring in 
an annual income of about £12,000. 
But the salaries anomaly ‘can not 
be equitably adjusted and the 
University's continuance: on a pos- 
alble financial basis assured, unicss 
- Government be not only ‘retained 
. but wuaranteed. It is impossible to 
conduct a University on an income. 
tho incrensed annual grant from 
which ig Hablo to ‘serious annual 
iuctuntions. The financial diffi- 
culties of Government are appre-’ 
elated. But the handicap to Bri- 
tish influence and trade in China 
inseparable from the very small 
part which graduates from British 
Universities are: playing in the ad- 
ministration and development of 
the country Is also beginning to be 
enlized.

ANOTHER DEATH IN

Fatal Jump. 

The toll of the recent’fire dis- 
aster at No. 36, Staunton Street, 
has been increased by the death 
in hospital this morning of a 
young woman, who was serious- 
ly injured by jumping into the 
atrect from the blazing building. 

The young woman, who was 
named Li ‘Shiu-mui, and whose 
nye ia given as nineteen; resided 
normally at 42, Tung Street. On 
the night of the fire, she went to 
Staunton Street to stay with a 
friend on the first floor. They 
found themselves trapped by the 
sudden burst of flame, and all 
four jumped into the atreet. Two 
were killed outright and two nert- 
ously Injured. . :

IN FOOCHOW. 


FEAR OF COMMUNIST 
INVASION. 


ANXIETY ALLAYED. 


(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Fochow, June 14. 

The past week in Foochow has 
been a time of considerable strain, 
The news of the defeat inflected by 
the Communists on part of the 
56th Army in the neighbourhood 
of Kienninghsien created a sen- 
sation and exaggerated cumours 
soon spread everywhere, Even 
well-known officials began to pre- 
pare to run, and the steamboats to 
Shanghai were crowded swith re- 
fugecs.

FORGED REVENUE 
"STAMPS. 


TWO MEN CHARGED AT THE 
SESSIONS...” 


POLICE TRAP. SEQUEL. 


The alleged possession. and 
uttering of 250 forged $10 Revenue 
stamps by To Luk and Fung Chau- 
pun formed the opening case at 
the Criminal Sessions before the 
Chief Justice (Sir Joseph Kemp): 
this morning. 

The Trown state that a Chinese, 
specially deputed to conduct in- 
vestigations regarding the two 
suspects, entered into an agree- 
ment and purchased ‘ton forged 
stamps from the first prisoner for 
$23, and subsequently, in the Com- 
pany of another man, prevailed 
upon the two accused to reveal 
n further 240 stamps, which, it 
is contended, were forgeries. :

In opening the case’ for the 
Crown, Mr. Fitzroy said, that on 
May 17.4 certain individual, named 
Lai Kum-lan, was put in touch with 
the No.-1 prisoner, and they met in 
Yaumati to discuss the question of 
forged stamps. ‘The No. | prisoner 
was asked if he could supply any 
such stamps, and he produced 
specimen stamps which he said he 
was prepared to dispose .of. The 
two men agreed to meet again and 
discuss the question, but the first 
accused seemed suapicious and 
they adjourned to another tea 
house, :

The No. 2 
necused took Lai’s companion, who 
he introduced; as his’ master, on to 
the verandah and showed him a 
packet of stamps. Immediately Lai 
gave the signal, and the police, who 
were waiting, -rrrived -on---the 
scene,

An armed robbery which ovcur- 
red on May 1, at Sau Si Mun, on 


‘| ponrd a cargo bunt, hada sequel at 


the Kowloon Mnyglstracy, yesterday 
afternoon, when two men were 
charged on various counts. 

Wong Shun, a shop keeper, was 
charged with having conspired and 
combined with ‘others not in cus- 
tody to defraud Chau Kiu of a 
cargo of singlets and cloth. 

* Je was ulso charged toyether 
with Chung Tai and others not in 
custedy with having, nat Sau 


1 Mun, on board a, cargo boat No. 


2017 W, being armed with a re- 
volver, robbed So Yung-tim of six 
rolls of cloth, twelve dozen singlets, 
five pairs of -goloshes and two 
bottles of brandy. : 

Chung Tai was additionally 
chariged with having reecived stolen 
property. 

Mr. I, C. Rendall appeared to de- 
fend both men. 

Mr. L. H. Calthrop, AS.P., 
CK) ‘aaid that he held an identifica. 
tion paride on June 2 at the Water 
Police station. There were nine 
men in the line including the second 
defendant, So Yung-tim = im- 
meiintely identified him and so did 
Chui Fook after some hesitation. 
But Chui Sun did not identify him. 

So Yung-tim, master of the junk, 
said that he lefl Shamshuipo at 3 
am, on May 1, with a cargo of siis- 
lets, - cloth,. shoes and tivo 
bottles of brandy, bags: of four and 
five bags of sugar. Besides him- 
self there were Chul Fook and Chui 
Sun on board as well as a passenger, 
The cargo belonged to Chu Kiu-on, 
and was placed in bis charge to be 
shipped to {he country. Phes 
reached Sau Si Mun about ho pm.

hoarded his junk, One sas armed 
with a pistol. and. the other = two 
with revolvers, The man with the 
pistol hit him on the chest with it.
